No. 18-2/2017-CSIS—In partial modification of Ministry of Human Resource Development’s notification No. 18- 
1/2013-U.5 (Vol. Ill) dated 16 th September, 2015 appearing in the Gazette of India: Part 1, Section 1 dated 17 th September, 
2015, publishing the Credit Guarantee Fund Scheme for Education Loans (CGFSEL), the provisions in Point no. 5 (i) in 
Chapter I and Point no. 14 (iii) in Chapter V may be read as under:— 

(i) Point No. 5 (i) in Chapter I: 

“Amount in Default” means the loan amount outstanding in the loan account(s) of the student borrower, 
inclusive of accrued interest, as on the date of the account becoming NPA, or the date of lodgment of claim 
application, whichever is lower, or such other amount as may be specified by the Fund. 

(ii) Point No. 14 (iii) in Chapter V: 

Recoveries due to the Guarantor may be linked to the end of each financial year and may be made payable 
within 30 days of the end of each financial year instead of linking it with the date of recovery. 

2. Other contents of the notification shall remain unchanged.

No. F.9-1/2016-U3(A)—Whereas, the Central Government is empowered under Section 3 of the University Grants 
Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the UGC, an Institution of higher learning as a Deemand to be 
University. 

2. And whereas, an application was received on 16.02.2016 for grant of Deemed to be University status (under de 
novo category) to Central Institute of Technology (CIT), Balagaon, BTAD, Kokrajhar, Assam under Section 3 of the UGC 
Act, 1956. The same was forwarded to UGC on 16.03.2016 for its advice as per the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be 
Universities) Regulations, 2016. 

3. And whereas, UGC constituterd an Expert Committee to recommend whether CIT, Kokrajhar is an Institution 
with the focus on teaching and research in qunique and ‘emerging areas of knowledge’ not being perused by existing 
institutions — particularly in specific areas of study and research and whether the courses offer / proposed to be offered fall 
under de-novo category institutions. The Committee recommended as under: 

“The Committee noted that Central Institute of Technology, Kokrajhar (Assam) is an Institute established by the 
Ministry of HRD with the mandate for the educational and economical development of the North Eastern Area of the 
country. The Institute is offering and intends to offer educational programmes with the objectives of developing human 
resources trained to address area specific challenges and also to utilize natural resources available in the North Eastern area. 
The Institute is located in an area which has plenty of natural resources e.g. bamboo plantation, tea gardens, jute forest 
products agriculture/horticulture/floriculture products and petroleum crude. The Institute proposes to offer new courses to 
narture the skills and talents of the youth from North Eastern Area as per their interest and aptitude so that they can grow as a 
productive workforce and can be utilized for economic development of the area. North Easter specific food production and 
technology, terrain specific civil engineering, design and the specific focus alongwith other technology courses that are not 
provided by nearby university; Central Institute of Tehcnology, if upgraded to a Deemed to be University, would be capable 
of developing and offering such courses for the students of North East region. The Courses proposed are North-East specific 
and can be treated under ‘Emerging Areas of Knowldege’, the essence of the UGC Regulations, 2016 under de-novo 
category. 

Keeping in view the above observations, the Committee unanimously recommends that the proposal of Central 
Institute of Technology, Kokrajhar, Assam for grant of deemed to be University status under de-novo category can be 
considered and as required under the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2016, an Expert Committee 
of UGC may visit the Institute for verification of infrastructure and other facilities available with the Institute.” 

4. And further whereas, as required under the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2016, 
UGC constituted another Expert Committee for on the site inspection for verification of infrastructure and other facilities 
available with the Institute. The Committee visited the Institute from 24-25th July, 2017 and submitted its report before the 
Commission. The Commission considered the report of its Expert Committee in 524th meeting (deferred item No. 2.10) held 
on 24.08.2017 and approved the same. 
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5. And whereas, taking into advice of the UGC and further clarifications submitted vide letter No. 13-1/2016 
(CPP-I) dated 23rd April, 2018, this Ministry, vide its letter dated 18th June, 2018, issued Letter of Intent (Lol) to CIT, 
Kokrajhar for fulfillment of the following conditions within three years as per the provisions of UGC (Institutions Deemed to 
be Universities) Regulations, 2016: 

i. The Institute to prepare course curricula and syllabi for the six proposed courses in the emerging areas by 
inviting subject experts. 

ii. Faculty to be recruited as per the UGC norms for the proposed courses with UGC Qualifications. 

iii. The Institute to build the infrastructure and other facilities for the proposed courses. 

iv. The Institute to revise Action Plan / Implementation Plan for five years and strategic vision plan for 15 years 
in view of the proposed new courses in emerging area. 

v. Multi Sports facilities to be created as per UGC Regulations, 2016. 

6. And further whereas, CIT, Kokrajhar vide its letter No. CITK/Deemed University/1543/2017/285 dated 
03.07.2018 submitted compliance report. The same was forwarded to UGC on 30.07.2018 for its clarifications. Further, 
UGC, vide its letter No. 13-1/2016(CPP-I/DU) dated 15th November, 2018, has recommended that the Ministry may 
consider giving final approval taking into consideration the compliance report of the Institution. 

7. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UCG Act, 1956, the Central Government, 
on the advice of the UGC, hereby declare Central Institute of Technology (CIT), Balagaon, BTAD, Kokrajhar, Assam as an 
Institution deemed to be university under de-novo category for a provisional period of five years with effect from 
disaffiliation of CIT, Kokrajhar from its affiliating University with the following conditions: 

i. The Institution shall recruit adequate number of faculty as per the provisions of the UGC (Institutions Deemed 
to be Universities) Regulations, 2016. 

ii. The Institution shall revise syllabi for all proposed Courses in the emerging areas of knowledge. 

iii. The status of Deemed to be University shall be confirmed after five years based on the advice of the 

Commission, as per the provisions of the prevailing Regulations. 

8. The declaration as made in Para 7 above is further subject to fulfillment of the following conditions: 

i. CIT, Kokrajhar shall adhere to the conditions contained in the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be Universities) 
Regulations, 2016, as amended from time to time. 

ii. There shall be no diversion of assets or funds/revenues of the Institution Deemed to be University/or of its 
constitutent teaching units, without prior permission of the UGC and Ministry of HRD. 

iii. CIT, Kokrajhar shall not engage or indulge in any activites that are of commercial and profit making in nature. 

iv. The academic programmes to be offered at CIT, Kokrajhar shall conform to the norms and standards 

prescribed by the UGC and the Statutory Councils/Bodies concerned. 

v. CIT, Kokrajhar shall start new academic Courses/Programmes, Off-Campus(es), Off-Shore Campus(es) only 
in accordance with the norms and guidelines issued by the UGC, from time to time, on the subject. 

vi. The infrastructure facilities at CIT, Kokrajhar shall be augmented and developed suitably before starting of 
academic session. 

vii. CIT, Kokrajhar shall take appropriate steps to commence research programmes as well as doctoral and 
innovative academic programmes. The Institute shall not keep confined only to presently new emerging areas 
but it make endeavour to expand in other areas in accordance with the UGC Regulations / Guidelines. 

viii. CIT, Kokrajhar shall take all the required steps to get all the eligible academic courses/programmes rated for 
valid accreditation by National Board of Accreditation (NBA) and the Institute get valid accreditation by 
National Assessment and Accreditation Council (NAAC), as the case may be, in terms of the provisions as 
contained in the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be Universitites) Regulations, 2016, as amended from time to 
time. 

ix. All the prescribed norms and procedures of the Statutory Councils concerned in the matter of admission of 
students, intake capacity of students, renewal of approval to the academic course / programme, revision of 
intake capacity of students, starting of new courses / programmes, etc. shall continue to be in force, and shall 
be adhered to by CIT, Kokrajhar. 
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x. CIT, Kokrajhar shall submit its Memorandum of Association (MoA) / Rules to UGC / MHRD for approval as 
per the provisions of the existing Regulations. As and when necessary, the Institute shall update or revise or 
modify its MoA / Rules, as per the provisions of the prevailing Regulations. 

xi. CIT, Kokrajhar shall follow the fee structure as per the Rules and Regulations of the UGC.
